The 
reports indicate that some of the 
retailers are not stocking as soon 
as they should in order to take full 
advantage of the “Buy Now” cam- 


paigns. 


People may be perfectly willing | 


to buy; they may have the money 
with which to buy what they want, 
but if they visit the stores and do 
not find new goods being offered at 
good values, if they cannot find in 
the stores what they really want, it 
will be but a short time before they 
again stop buying. Customers will 
not continue to buy unless the stores 
also buy; the stores will not buy 
unless the wholesalers buy; the 
wholesalers will not buy unless the 
manufacturers offer them goods 
which are attractive and show real 
selling possibilities. 

The general public is apparently 
ready and willing to do its part, but 
every one else must also do some- 
thing to keep the wheels moving. 
There must be goods that the peo- 
ple will buy. These goods must be 
advertised by the retailers, effective 
window displays must be made and 
the store displays need to be such 
that no one can enter the store 
without being strongly tempted to 
spend more money than he had 
planned to spend. 

Once bring about such a condi- 
tion and there will be no cause for 
worry about selling goods. Most peo- 
ple have been putting off buying 
what they really need. Nearly 
every one has delayed buying many 
things that he really wants. In some 
cases that has been due to the fact 
that the goods he needs or wants 
have not been brought to his atten- 
tion with a sufficient degree of 
force. In other words, there has not 
been enough intelligent selling, and 
in too many cases there has not 
been enough buying by the mer- 
chants.
